Pressure- Feeder for Pulp- 


Grinders. 





The illustration shows the design of a 
steam or water pressure feeder or presser for 
supplying the wood to pulp-grinding stones, 
contrived for raising or withdrawing the pis- 
ton when the wood blocks are ground up, by 
suction or by a vacuum produced in the cylin- | 
der behind the piston, to avoid the use of 
pressure under the piston for returning the 
piston, and thus avoid the use of packing*a@nd 
save the time and labor of keeping the piston- 
rod packing in order, which is a difficult mat- 
ter in these machines, in which the packing is 
rapidly destroyed. 

There is also an improved contrivance of the 
valve-shifting lever, designed to effect the 
shifting of the valves by quick thrusts or 
blows to start them more readily than they 
will by the slow movements due to the swing 
of the lever. 

The pressure cylinder a is preferably ar- 
ranged upright on any suitable support, 4, to 
press the wood downward on the top of the 
grindstone (not shown) by the water or steam 
pressure acting through the piston and the 
crosshead ¢, attached to the lower end of the 
piston-rod @,; but the cylinder may, of course, 
be arranged horizontally or obliquely. The 
vertical arrangement is, however, the best for 


, 
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water or steam-tight packing for enabling wa- 
ter or steam to be used to raise the piston * 
when the blocks of wood are ground up and 
others are to be putin. Moreover, the lateral 
stress of the grindstone on the piston-rod has 
the effect of slacking off the packing on one 
side of the rod, so that at the best it is very diffi- 
cult to maintain steam-tight piston-rod packing 
in the steam or water pressure feeders. The 
box at ¢ is therefore made to be used merely 
as a bearing to the rod d, without packing, and 
to raise the piston by means of suction, to be 
created above the piston by the water-column 
of the exhaust-pipe g when water is used, or 
by a vacuum produced in the exhaust-pipe ¢ 
by a steam-jet from the steam-pipe g when 
steam is used. 

For operating the valves, the valve-rods 4 
are connected to the arms / m, respectively, of 
the rock-shaft , by extending loosely through 
the perforated end plates 0, of the arms, with 
stop-nuts #, screwed on the valve-rods each 
side of the arm-plates 0, to allow of some play 
of the arms between the stop-nuts, which en- 
ables the valves to be actuated quickly, as by 
a blow, instead of the slower movements they 
would have if connected to the rocker arms 
without slack between the stop-nuts, thus 
Starting the valves better and more certainly. 

By dispensing with the packing in the pis- 
ton-rod stuffing-box, the water leaking through 
the piston or condensing from steam escaping 
through it, is free to escape without attention, 
whereas when steam is used to raise the pis- 
ton, care must always be taken to close the 
petcock, that must in that case be used, when 
steam is admitted to raise the piston, and the 
cock must be opened again when‘steam is ad- 
mitted above the piston for feeding the wood. 


The valve s of the steam-jet pipe ¢g is con- 
nected by the rod ¢ with the rod & of the 
steam-valve 7, when steam is used, to open 
the valve s simultaneously with the closing of 
the steam-valve 7, and vice versa. ~ 

When steam is used and the nozzle u is em- 
ployed for producing the suction by a steam- 
jet, the nozzle may be connected to the ex- 
haust-pipe ¢ by a branch 7, and the exhaust- 
pipe may have a cock w to close it below the 
branch v, 

It is preferred to simultaneously move the 
valves by by a lever /, fixed to the rock- 
shaft #, and working in or along a guide and 
stop plate x, fixed to the cylinder head ; and a 
spring 4’ is used to hold the lever up when 
the pressure is on with a cord ¢’,, attached to 
the spring, and passing over a guide-pulley @’, 
to the cross-head ¢, to withdraw the spring and 
trip the lever when the cross-head arrives at 


the lowest point of its descent, a weight @’ on 
the lever causing it to act quickly and auto- 


matically. Air, as well as water or steam, may 
be used for applying the pressure.

The Cylin

In summing up the new points sug- 
gested for the cylinder machine, the size of 
the cylinder was omitted. This is important, 
as nothing is more likely to add to the effi- 
ciency of the cylinder than an increase in its 
diameter. Forty-two inches has been named 
as a good size, but, although that would be an 
improvement on the present size of 30 inches, 
there is no good reason why a cylinder should 
not be 60 inches in diameter, the only difficul- 
ties in the way being mechanical, which ma- 
chinists are both able and willing to overcome. 
The advantages of a large cylinder may be 
said to be self-evident ; it would move slowly 
through the pulp, and its position, both in en- 
tering and emerging from the pulp, would be 
much more favorable to the formation 
and retention of the paper than that of 
the small mold. Itcannot be too often 
repeated that the preparation of the pulp 
has much to do with the successful man- 
agement of this machine, especially in 
making heavy paper and boards. A 
large quantity of heavy manilla is now 
made for the fancy boxes of various kinds 
much used in stores, and this is very gen- 
erally made on the multiple cylinder 
machine, and it is suggested that the 
pulp for the middle cylinders shall be 

FOTO be’ chase cone 
sheet may be made than if the pulp is all 
somewhat slow and short, as it must be 
on the outside for the purpose of making 
a nice smooth surface. 

When the multiple form of the cylinder 
machine is expressly adapted to make 
boards, it will require special facilities for 
pressing, drying and calendering. 
gestions have already been made in 
regard to the first press-rolls. As for the 
second press, it should be run in the 
same direction as the first, and the board 
should be taken through it in a straight 
line, and if found necessary or advisable, 
two felts could be used there also. The 
drying cylinders must be large in diam- 
eter, say, 42 inches, and 27 cylinders, in 
two tiers and three sections, may be em- 
ployed, each of the sections to be driven inde- 
pendent of the others, so that the speed may 
be adjusted to suit the board-web as it shrinks 
in the process of drying a pair of press-rolls 
should be placed at each end of the middle 
section, the top roll of each pair to be provided 
with a long screw and hand-wheel for the pur- 
pose of raising or lowering the roll at will, so 
that the board may be pressed heavier or 
lighter as may be required. 

When the board is taken over the drying 
cylinders the top roll of both intermediate 
press-rolls should be raised high enough to ad- 
mit of the board being passed through between 
the rolls without touching them, and then 
when the board is drawn straight between the 
two sections of drying cylinders the top press- 
roll may be lowered to its place. This course 
will avoid the making of ‘‘ broken” by the 
press-rolls. To facilitate this raising and low- 
ering of the rolls, a light shaft, with small 
bevel gears meshing into similar bevel gears 
on the long screws for raising and lowering the 
roll, all arranged the same as for moving the 
tightening roll of the felts, may be employed. 

It is important to have the boards lay per- 
fectly flat after they are finished and cut into 
sheets. To this end the calenders should be 
in stacks of only two rolls to each stack, and 
all shafts provided with the shaft and bevel 
gear arrangement for raising and lowering the 
tap roll of each. When the board is being put 
through the calenders the top rolls of all of 
them should be raised and the board passed 
through by hand, and when fairly through the 
last stack it should be drawn as straight and 
tight as possible by hand ; then the top roll 
belonging to the last stack should be lowered 
to its place. This will draw the whole length 
of the board straight and tight, and then the 
other rolls may be lowered, each to its place, 
and either weighted or screwed down as hard 
as may be required to give the finish wished 
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for. As the board passes through these cal- 
enders it may be moistened by means of steam 
or water more conveniently than by any other 
But if it is desired to moisten 


the board sufficiently to give it a fine finish, 


arrangement. 


but not enough to soften it, the last one or two 
of the drying cylinders must be run cold by 
keeping them half full of cold water all the 
time. The effect of this is to cool the outside 
of the board before it enters the calenders. 
If a steam moistener of the usual construction 
is employed the steam will condense on the 
cool surface of the board, thus moistening it 
much more effectively than if the board were 
warm ; but there is still heat enough left in- 
side of the board to cause any surplus mois- 
ture to dry out after it has passed through the 
calenders. 

A special cutter is necessary to cut the 
heavy board in sheets of the dimensions re- 
quired. This cutter must take the web in a 
straight line from the calenders, trim it, and if

necessary, cut it into two or more widths, as 
may be wanted, and cut it off in sheets of any 
length desired, and perfectly square. To this 
end, the cutter must be a continuous feed and 
also a stop cutter ; a continuous feed-cutter be- 
cause it must take the paper directly from the 
calenders without the intervention of a reel; a 
stop-cutter, because the sheet must stop long 
enough to be cut off at the right length. A 
cutter of this kind is very simple and easily 
managed and cannot make mistakes. 

Closing these remarks on the cylinder ma- 
chine, the writer desires to intimate that the 
subject is open for discussion and comment, 
favorable or otherwise. He does not ask any 
one to support his views, but to give their 
own, which will in all cases be respectfully 
treated.

A Paper-Making Primer. 





Q. Is the hard-stock for colored poster 
and shelf papers of the same material and 
treated in the same manner as that for white 
paper? 

A. For most colors, yes; but for some of 
them jute may be used ; in others it is neces- 
sary to have both the hard-stock and the pulp 
as white as possible, and in the case of one 
color—the deep red—unbleached jute is by 
far the best. 

Q. What special treatment does jute require 
to fit it for hard-stock for white and colored 
papers?

makes per hour and the time required to sub- 
due this very peculiar stock. The experi- 
ence paper makers have had with jute, 
which includes all gunny and burlaps bagging, 
has been analogous to their experience with 
rosin in the manufacture of rosin size. The 
men who have succeeded in obtaining a satis- 
factory result from it have employed methods 
as numerous, and means as varied, as the men 
themselves, each one working out the problem 
in his own way, so far as it may be said to be 
worked out, and each one believing that he has 
found the best way, and therefore oftentimes 
trying to keep it a secret from his neighbor. 
The only benefit derived from boiling jute 
is that the boiling softens it, but does not 
assist the color at all. The color may be 
injured by the process of boiling, but it is 
in no way benefited by it. This may be 
seen very readily by comparing the color 
of jute butts before they are boiled with 
the same after boiling. It will be found to 
be very much darker, and the bleaching 
it receives does not make it much lighter 
than the original color. It will be ob- 
served that jute becomes very much dark- 
er in color after it has been wet and ex- 


the number of revolutions the 


into its composition, it is possible that the 
form or the condition of the iron is 
changed by its exposure to moisture and 
heat ; this is all the more probable since 
the color assumed by it is that of iron 
rust. White pulp may be dyed the color 
of manilla with copperas, which is the 
sulphate of iron and lime, bleach liquor 
or soda, to any shade of manilla-color 
desired, and if rags are washed with 
water impregnated with certain forms of 
iron, they will become the color of manilla 
as soon as the bleach is added, and no 
subsequent chlorine bleaching will make 
them white. Boiling only softens, and 
consequently toughens the fibre »therefore, 
the method of boiling best adapted to ac_ 
complish this, with the least injury to 
the color, ought to be followed. The one 
essential point is an abundance of water; 
other points may be varied changed, 
but the large quantity of water must be 
maintained. If the speed of the rotary is 
excessive—say, as high as 4o revolutions per 
hour—the strength of the fibre will be im- 
paired. If, on the other hand, the speed is too 
slow, as low as 10 revolutions, the stock will 
not be subdued, that is, it will not be saturated 
with the lime-water. The points recommended 
are, water, 15 inches above the centre ; steam, 


or 


20 pounds ; time, 8 hours; speed, 20 revolu- 


tions per hour. The boiler should be fairly 
filled by packing in all that can be got in dry, 
but not wetting it before itis put in, although 
the water may be run in at three or four differ- 
ent times, which materially helps to pack it 
down. The treatment of jute after boiling and 
before washing, is the same as for colored 
rags. If jute has been boiled so as to saturate 
it with water, so that the water is thoroughly 


boiled into it, it will not float in the 
washing engine any more than rags. If 
it does float, it is because of improper 
boiling. While the washing engine is being 


furnished the roll should be set one turn of the 
hand-wheel up from the plate; immediately 
after it is furnished the roll should be lowered 
three-quarters of a turn and remain there un- 
til the jute is washed clean and drawn out to a 
long, smooth half-stuff. The washing must 
then be stopped and the roll raised a half or 
three-quarters of a turn, and the bleaching 
powders put in dry at the rate of 10 pounds 
to 100 pounds of jute and allowed to run one 
and a quarter hours at which time the stock 
will be a bright buff color and may now be 
emptied into the drainers where it ought to re- 
main from two to three days after the drainer 
During this time the color of the jute 
will have greatly improved and it is then ready 
to 


be mixed, as already described, with the 
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WHOLE NUMBER 544, 
rag half-stuff, or to be used alone for hard- 
stock or for manilla paper. 

Q. Why are dry bleaching powders em- 
ployed to bleach jute while all other stock is 
bleached with liquor ? 

A. This is all a matter.of education. Jute 
paper was first made in mills where common 
wrapping-paper was made. These mills had 
no facilities for making bleach liquor nor was 
it required to make the jute white. All that 
was desired was to brighten the jute a little 
and therefore a few shovels-full of dry pow- 
ders were thrown into the washing engine and 
as this accomplished the purpose the custom 
was established, and when larger mills began 
to make this kind of paper they followed the 
custom believing that jute required it. While 
5 or 6 pounds of bleaching powders will bleach 
100 pounds of rags white, 12 to 15 pounds and 
even more than this quantity was some- 
times employed in the early days of bleach- 
ing jute to bleach 100 pounds of jute. It 
was therefore much easier to shovel the dry 
bleach into the engine than to put in the neces- 
sary apparatus to make and store the liquor. 
Crude and ill-directed attempts to use the liq- 
uid form were made by men who did not know 
how to manage liquid and who had neither 
sufficient nor convenient means for properly 
making and using it. They were, of course, 
unsuccessful, and the idea that it was better and 
cheaper to use dry bleach for jute stock was 
confirmed and prevails tothisday. There are 
even at this time paper makers, principally 
among those engaged in the manufacture 
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in the belief that the liquid form is the best for 
chemical fibre. The truth is that the liquid 
form is in all cases the most effective and 
economical, but this will be treated of in its 


proper place.

Covering Boilers. 





Our own method of covering boilers is 
slightly more expensive than to use ashes, 
but it is vastly safer and pleasanter for those 
having them in charge, or for those who 
wish to inspect. We favor decidedly the cov- 
ering of a steam boiler on top with hair felt 
from®a half-inch to an inch thick. Let the 
felt reach out on the overhanging course of 
brick clear up to the abutment or divison wall, 
leave off all mortar, ashes, sand ; now, on top 
of this take bats or old brick, anything which 
will cover it up, pack them on loosely ; on top 
of this make a course of soft mortar, with 
four or five parts sand to one of lime, put it 
on rather green, spread it over roughly with a 
plastering or other trowel, aninch thick. Here 
you have just exactly two points which you 
cannot get with any of the soft cement cover- 
ings, without the disadvantages of ashes, sand 
or anything of that kind ; the first is, the felt 
is one of the best non-conductors, the brick 
keeps the lime away from the felt, with dead 
air between them, another excellent non-con- 
ductor, and if at any time you wish to strip 
the boiler, a trowel will break through the 
mortar, you can pull the brick up, for the mor- 
tar will be rotten, strip a common 5x16 feet 
boiler in a half-hour, take the felt off gently, 
and your inspector can see every rivet head 
and get clear down to the overhanging course 
of brick. You have nothing which will pro- 
mote dampness; on the contrary, will keep 
dampness away, and we believe just as much 
in keeping the top of our boilers warm and 
dry as a kind man does his horse, not simply 
for the sake of doing it, but in order that the 
effect upon the boilers shall be decidedly less 
harmful, and everything which promotes the 
life of the boiler reduces the liability to acci- 
dent in an inverse ratio.—Manu/facturers’ Ga- 
settle.

The paper trade has at last arisen out 
of its lethargy, and, spurred on by a slight ad- 
vance in prices, there are some hopes that the 
present fall season will not be so unproductive 
of good results as the past season had led 
dealers to expect. 

The market in all classes of paper is strong, 
a healthy feeling prevails and prices remain 
firm ; the mills are all running up to their full 
capacity, and orders are beginning to arrive 
with a rapidity that is cheerful to behold. 

The J. W. Butler Paper Company is, as 
usual, carrying on a large trade. It is making 
a specialty of fine papers for Christmas and 
holidays. Mr. Butler states that there is a 
growing demand for a better class of such 
goods, and he will supply the demand by put- 
ting on the market a better and finer class of 
papers than have been heretofore manufac- 
tured. 

Bradner Smith & Co. report a fair business. 
All of their mills are running full time, and 
they report a good demand with prices firm. 

The Union Bag and Paper Company is lo- 
cated in a very commodious building here, 
and is carrying on a very extensive business. 
The establishment is one of the largest in Chi- 
cago and worthy of a more extended notice, 
which will be given later. 

There promises to be a large exodus from 
here during November and December next, 
the occasion being the World’s Exposition at 
New Orleans, opening December 1. The 
Illinois Central Railroad with its characteris- 
tic enterprise, is already preparing to accom- 
modate the heavy increase of passenger traffic 
attendant thereto. 

The Illinois Central being the short line be- 
tween Chicago, the Lake Region and the 
Northwest and New Orleans, the traveler will 
find it to his advantage to avail himself of this 
route. 

There are no vexatious waits, no trouble- 
some changes. Thursday evening you may 
take supper in Chicago, on Saturday dine in 
New Orleans.

There is much uneasiness here among 
the manufacturers, and things are becoming 
decidedly mixed. The restrictions placed by 
the Government on the importation of foreign 
rags has had a very bad effect on the market. 
With the mills producing 180 tons of paper a 
day, requiring 350 tons of rags, and the cer- 
tainty that no more rags will be received from 
foreign shores until after the tstof December, 
the prospect is not very cheering. The mills 
are all running on full time, with orders enough 
on hand to last for some time, and I hear of 
orders being refused at ruling prices. There 
is not a mill in Holyoke that has any finished 
goods on hand, unless they are held subject to 
the orders of some customer, But, notwith- 
standing all the chaos, there is a hopeful feel- 
ing among the manufacturers that the fall 
business will be more satisfactory than for 
several months. 

The failure of the Easthampton Paper Com- 
pany, which occurred a few days ago, has 


caused considerable comment in this city, as 
several local The 
company was formed a year or more ago, and 


persons are interested. 
the business has been managed by Clifton A. 
Crocker. The mill, with its recent improve- 
ments, cost about $50,000, and is in excellent 
condition. The trouble arose principally from 
a depression of manilla paper, on which the 
mill was run, and the change to tissue paper, 
which was made a short time ago, was unfor- 
tunate. The mill is said to be free from in- 
cumbrances, is favorably located, and is not 
likely to remain idle very long. The loss falls 
heavily on the stockholders, but if the mill 
brings anywhere near its value, the indebted- 
ness can be discharged in full. Young Mr. 
Crocker has the sympathy of all of his friends, 
as he has worked faithfully for the interests 
of his company. 

Congressman Whiting was unanimously re- 
nominated at Greenfield yesterday, which 
means that he will be re-elected, as there is 
little opposition to his candidacy in the dis- 
trict. Mr. Whiting has been faithful to the in- 
terests of his constituents thus far. 

The Chemical Paper Company is building a 
brick boiler-house, 20x30 feet, to accommodate 
the old boilers, which have been removed from 
the pulp department. 

The Beebe, Holbrook & Co.’s Mill is to 
have a new artesian well in the rear of the 
building similar to the one recently sunk by 
the Riverside Paper Company. 

The Collins Paper Company at North Wil- 
braham has just started up its new 150 horse- 
power steam engine, built by the Fitchburg 
Steam Engine Compauy, and it works nicely. 
The mill can now be run entirely by steam 
when occasion requires it. 

George Nightingale, one of our local paper- 
stock dealers, is to have a fine building on 
Main street, near the new depot. It will be 
103x26 feet, four stories high, with brown- 
stone trimmings. The lower floor will be de- 
voted to offices, and the rear will be given up 
to storage. The entire second, third and 
fourth floors will be used for the storage of 
paper-stock, accommodating many tons of 
these goods. 

About thirty manufacturers of fine writing 
paper met at the Massasoit House, Spring- 
field, yesterday afternoon, to take action on 
the question of a reduction in the production 
of their mills, made necessary by the advance 
in the price of rags, because of the prohibition 
of the importation of foreign material. O. H. 
Greenleaf presided and E. C. Rogers was the 
secretary. These resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted : 

Whereas, The price of stock from. which paper is 
made has advadced largely, because of the order of the 
United States Government, prohibiting the importation 
of stock, thereby increasing the cost of manufacture of 
paper from one to two cents a pound : therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we will not offer our paper for sale or 
receive any orders therefor, except at an advance of 
price from one to two cents a pound. 

Resolved, That rather than sell our paper at a less ad- 
vance than that named in the foregoing resolution, we 
will lessen our production until the price of paper ad- 
vances sufficiently to cover the extra eost of rags and 
other material. 

Another meeting is to be held at the same 
place three weeks hence. H.

Boston Notes.

The paper-stock market is reported 
fairly active. The wants of manufacturers are 
beyond the ability of stock-jobbers to supply. 
What trade there is, however, does not include 
rags to any large extent. Such material as 
oily waste, old canvas, waste papers, &c., are 
being imported as the demands of the trade 
call for. Quotations of last week still hold, 
with a decided firmness. No indications of 
lower prices are noted just at the present. 

Domestic stocks are in very light supply, 
very little offering. Quotations are so subject 
to change that they are made with great cau- 
tion. Of the imports this week 18 bales of 
rags came in on the bark Ella, from Buenos 
Ayres, she having left that port before the Ist 
of September. Otherimports for the week are 
2,004 bales paper-stock, 151 coils old rope. 

The chemical market is quiet, with little 
change. Bleaching powder declined in price 
from 2 1I-16c. to 2c. for spot lots, the former 
quotation holding good for lots to arrive. 
Sal soda is quoted at 1.20c. from store, 1.15c. 
being asked to arrive. Spot supplies are light, 
nor is the quantity expected to arrive during 
the next two weeks very large. An advance 
in price for sal soda is reported on the other 
side. Caustic soda ash, 1.45c. to 1%4c.; stock 
not very large. Highest caustic ash is held 
at 1.40c. to 1.45c. per pound of 48 per cent. 
Brunner, Mond & Co.'s alkali is quoted at 
1.60c, to 1.65c. Rosins show no change ; 
$1.70 to $1,80 is the quotation ; G. rosin, $1.80 
to $1.90. Receipts of rosin for the week were 
large, but supplies are sold ahead, and spot 
stocks are light. Imports of chemicals for the 
week include 1,028 casks bleaching powders, 
624 casks soda ash, 650 drums caustic soda, 
and 140 barrels soda crystals ; 1,002 barrels 
rosin and 201 bags hide-cuttings also entered. 

One of the stock-houses of H. M. Knowles 
& Co., located at Lowell, Mass., was damaged 
by fire on the night of the 29th ultimo. Loss 
estimated at $2,000; fully covered by insur- 
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ance. This is the first time that H. M. Knowles 
& Co. has suffered loss by fire. As their stock- 
house at Lowell has been in use for twenty 
years, they have cause for congratulation. 

Charles A, Cheney, paper-stock dealer and 
importer, is entertaining his Manchester 
friends, Messrs. Griffiths and Smalley, of the 
firm of E. Butterworth & Co., who are passing 
a few weeks in Boston. 

C. Littlejohn & Co., paper-stock dealers, 
531 Atlantic avenue, have filed a voluntary 
petition in bankruptcy in the Suffolk County 
Insolvency Court. The firm consists of 
Clement Littlejohn and Robert M. Belt, and 
owes about $1,700, to pay which they have a 
small stock. Littlejohn owes on his private 
account $2,000 and has no assets. 

M. A. Ring & Sons, paper-stock dealers, 
whose failure was announced some time since, 
have made satisfactory settlements with their 
creditors and resumed business. Their secured 
creditors were paid in full, others received 20 
cents on the dollar, making an average of 
about 63 per cent. of the indebtedness paid. 
As shown by the firm’s statement presented to 
the court, $25,431 was lost by bad accounts 
during the past five years. Just after the 
boom of '79 and ’80 the shrinkage in value of 
stock on hand caused a loss to the firm of some 
$15,000. From this loss the firm claims to 
have partly recovered during the past year or 
two, and with a continuance of its large busi- 
ness would have weathered all troubles. But 
the recent failures of others who were in- 
debted to M. A. Ring & Sons, together with 
the tight money market—a combination of cir- 
cumstances over which the firm had no control 
—brought on the failure. 

The firm has the sympathy of the trade, who 
express great confidence in the business in- 
tegrity of its members. Its credit is fully 
equaled to that which it enjoyed previously, 
and having started again, with good trade and 
large business connection, its future success is 
earnestly wished for. 

Visiting the Institute Fair during the week 
I noticed a display of patent filtering stones, 
manufactured by Samuel Snell, of Holyoke. 
These filtering stones are made expressly for 
paper-mill drainer bottoms, and many thou- 
sands of them are in use in the many different 
mills of the country. Even the paper mills of 
Europe have acknowledged their value where 
these filtering stones are also very largely in 
use. It is claimed for these stones that diluted 
acids or bleaching powders have no injurious 
effect upon them. They are perfectly smooth 
on both sides and fit closely together, and are 
made of the most durable material. The old- 
time process of filtering by the use of metallic 
or wooden sieves is too slow, while such de- 
vices give serious trouble, and loss of material 
is constantly noted. To overcome those ob- 
jections is the promise of the Klary & Snell 
patent filtering stones, and from the numerous 
testimonials of paper manufacturers, as pre- 
sented upon circulars at the exhibit, they ac- 
complish all that is claimed for them. 

These stones are 12% inches long by 6% 
inches wide, each stone having as many as 817 
holes. These holes are of conical form, very 
small at the top, enlarging toward the bottom. 
These holes act as capillary hair-tubes, and 
prevent minute particles of straw, wood or 
other stock from being wasted. So, by their 
use, a saving is effected, besides having stock 
quickly and thoroughly filtered. 

The most complete collection of turbine 
water-wheels to be found at any exhibition, is 
arranged across the lowerend of the main 
hall of the exhibition buildings.

The automatic knife-grinder is exhib- 
ited to good advantage, it being geared up and 
in motion, so that its superior merits are more 
readily explained and easily understood by in- 
terested visitors. It is claimed by the manu- 
facturers, that the automatic knife-grinder 
pays for itself in a short time by saving labor, 
and that knives are better ground by this ma- 
chine than by the old-fashioned grindstone, 
producing also a perfectly keen straight edge. 
These claims are substantiated at the exhibit, 
where interested parties can see the automatic 
knife-grinder in operation. aA. L, 7.

New York, Massachusetts and elsewhere are 


feeling the upward tendency. The inference 
is now drawn that the worst is over, and that 
better days are in sight. The habit of reading 
seems to be growing upon the people, espe- 
cially in times like these. If the demand for 
paper bears any sort of relation to the increase 
in the number of papers, and to the enterprise 
displayed in newspaper publication, the out- 
look is certainly gratifying. 

Important newspaper changes have taken 
place in this city, mainly with a view to an in- 
crease in circulation. For instance, the North 
American has been reduced from three cents to 
one cent. New and improved machinery has 
been put in. The Mews has changed hands, 
and is now a booming one-cent morning and 
evening paper. The Chronicle-Herald has 
changed hands, and is now a bright evening 
paper. The old Aud/etin has dropped to two 
cents, and its circulation is advancing. The 
Record is climbing up every week. The Press is 
forging ahead. Outlying towns, within 100 to 
150 miles of this city, are being worked up, and, 
in fact, the whole newspaper interests of this 
city have put on their seven-league boots, and 
are making a departure which promises a great 
deal. Low-priced papers certainly help the 
paper trade. There is a corresponding im- 
provement in weekly and monthly publica- 
tions. Several of the local periodicals here are 
improving in circulation and make-up. 

Financial troubles are also to be reported. 
The well-known publishing firm of Bradley, 
Garretson & Co. is embarrassed, with liabili- 
ties at $185,000 and assets at $55,000. The em- 
barrassment is due to extraordinary enterprise 
in the way of advertising, in which from $8,000 
to $10,000 has been expended in advertising in 
newspapers, and some $36,000 in circular ad- 
vertising. 

A slight fire occurred in the paper warehouse 
of R. H. Forestal & Co., Fifth and Miner 
streets, the other day. The loss is about 
$1,000. 

C. S. Garrett & Son, 12 Decatur street, are 
running their mills fulltime. John Simmons & 
Co, have not been caught napping by the sud- 
den boom in rags; foreseeing the probability 
of a scarcity in rags, some time ago, they 
stocked up well, and naturally are in no hurry 
to dispose of their stocks, believing that higher 
prices will yet be obtained. 

The Whiting Paper Company, 20 South 
Sixth street, has advanced the price of all of 
its stock about 2c. per pound, and will not 
take orders for future delivery even at that 
price. 

R. & W. H. Butler’s Mill, at Forty-third 
street and Woodland avenue, is running full 
time. :

Quite a number of additional replies 
to the inquiries as to the experience of 
disease communicated by rags have been 
received from mills in the United King- 
dom, and some of these are printed in 
another column. Some rather positive 
testimony as to immunity from the 
cholera, so far as paper-making rags are 
concerned, seems to be presented. 


THE first action taken under the rear- 
rangement of the American Paper Mak- 
ers’ Association occurred this week. The 
writing-paper manufacturers met under 
the chairmanship of the vice-president 
for the Eastern Subdivision of the Writ- 
ing-Paper Makers’ Division, and the re- 
sult of the meeting is given in our report 
of the proceedings. This indicates pro- 
gress—if slow—in the direction which 
the national organization of paper mak- 
ers is expected to take, and which THE 
JOURNAL has so often urged. We might 
almost be glad that some exigency has 
forced upon the trade the work of per- 
fecting the plan of the general associa- 
tion, if by such means alone progress 
can be effected. It has probably been 
demonstrated to those present at the 
meeting that the means adapted for 
bringing the trade together for an inter- 
change of views is better adapted to busi- 
ness work. 


WE give space to a reply to our re- 
marks concerning the tests of paper in 
which the contractors for supplying paper 
for the Post-Office Department were in- 
volved. The writer of the letter referred 
to is positive in his assertions, and we 
certainly do not object to his demonstrat- 
ing that the machine which he favors and 
in which he—presumably—has a more 
than friendly interest, is all that he says 
of it, and will be the great revolutionizer 
of the paper trade. It is true that we 
have not seen the testing machine in 
question, and our remarks in reference to 
it were predicated—as we said at the time 
—upon its work in connection with sev- 
eral samples of paper which had been 
tested. Our correspondent evidently 
reads THE JOURNAL carefully, That is 
right! Now, if he shall be as careful in 
making his testing machine do all that 
he says it will, we shall be very glad to 
congratulate him upon his success. 

PAPER-MAKING fibres abound every- 
where ; a goodly variety of them are go- 
ing to waste in vast quantities every year 
at our doors, and other countries offer 
them to us in equal variety and abun- 
dance, but the ability to utilize them 
seems to be lacking. Any plant contain- 
ing not less than 30 per cent. of cellulose 
can be profitably converted into paper.

With regard to the claim of priority in the 
device of the ‘‘ Yielding Journal-Box,” I will 
say that the idea suggested itself to me as 
early as 1865, with the paper-roll leading from 
the last dryer to the calender rolls, and it 
worked to a charm. 

It suggested itself to me in consequence of 


an old set of drying cylinders of uneven sur- 
face that I was using, which consequently gave 
the paper an uneven tension at that place— 
between the last dryer and calenders, My 
method was a spiral-spring inserted in a socket 
in the stand that the bearing of the journal 
rested on, and it stopped entirely the breaking 
down of the paper between the dryers and cal- 
ender rolls, more particularly if the stock was 
tender or the pulp too fine. 

I could get some of my old employees to 
bear me out in what I say.

Explained. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

Your contributor, ‘‘ Dandy,” seems to think 
that I am a right good sort of fellow, but 
somehow he does not seem to understand how 
felt-marks can add to the weight of the paper. 
Well, it was some time before I could get at 
the right way of things myself. You see, we 
make about 95 reams of paper 15x30 every 12 
hours, which should weigh 15 pounds to the 
ream or 1,425 pounds to the day’s work. 
Now, if we take in hand to throw out all of 
the felt-marks this would reduce the day's 
work down to, well, say, 85 reams. Another 
advantage gained by letting the felt-marks go 
in is, that when the storekeeper comes across 
one of them, he generally takes two sheets 
instead of one. The potato has nothing to do 
with the felt-mark ; it was only intended as an 
illustration of the size of the opening. That 
was all. I hope this explanation will be suf- 
ficient to satisfy not only ‘‘ Dandy,” but all 
of your correspondents. X.

The Testing Machine. 
To the Editor of The Journal; 

In your issue of September 20, 1884, you 
have an editorial with diagrams ‘‘ Sheet No. 
1” and ‘‘ Sheet No, 2.” In sheet No, 1 you 
give six tests with ‘‘the same testing ma- 
chine,” showing variations in breaking. In 
No. 2 you give five tests of which you say: 
‘Paper makers will be impressed with the 
variation in the tests shown by the diagrams.” 
‘*If such tests are accurate there is a pecul- 
iarity in paper which may be a surprise to the 
trade—it certainly is to us.” ‘‘ Breaking out 
in spots leads us to question whether the test-

In many paper mills paper-stock will be 
seen in separate lots—rope and manilla stock, 
wood-pulp stock, old rag and old paper stock, 
clay, &c., all to be worked into paper. Sup- 
pose that manilla stock has 50 lbs. strength, 
wood pulp 20 lbs., old trash 10 Ibs., and clay 
oo, all giving an average of 20 Ibs. strength, 
nearly the same total average, given by the 
two diagrams, making about 1 Ib. strength to 
two points in thickness. A point in thick- 
ness is one-sixteenth thousandth (1-16,oooth) 
of an inch—a one-hundredth part of a grade— 
by the new paper gauge. 

To give a regular average of 20 Ibs. strength, 
the different stocks must be equal and regu- 
larly distributed in every inch of paper, and 
every inch must be of the same thickness. 

Will it ‘‘be a surprise to the trade” to 
know that such is not the case? I think that 
I am safe in saying that the sheets tested, 
from which the diagrams are made, varied 
over ten points in thickness, and the 27-lbs. 
break was not the thickest paper, showing 
more rope and not so much clay. 

Beating and macerating mixed stocks in 
paper-making might ‘‘ surprise” some to look 
into. There are manufacturers who want ten 
to twenty-four or more hours in beating stock 
to prevent irregularity and to give even strength 
to their paper. Such manufacturers can tell of 
strength in ‘‘spots.” Or why beat stocks 
twenty hours? 

Now, the machine that is so much dreaded 
by some in the trade gives weights of paper 
and variations of strength, and also thickness ; 
it tells of the correctness in material used, and 
also of correct manipulation in the manufac- 
turing of the same, spots or ng spots. 

The tester ‘‘ just knocks the spot out” of 
shoddy paper, showing every quarter of a 
pound strength it takes to knock through any 
spot within a sheet. The area selected within 
sheets, or piece of paper, for the machine to 
test must be three inches in circumference 
every time; the same area exactly the same, 
with one inch diameter of surface force applied, 
gradually increasing the power by weight, un- 
til the paper gives away by rupture. Still sur- 
rounded by whole paper, the machine giving 
the number of pounds force required for any 
and every break, and the measuring of the 
force or power in breaking, is as accurate as 
telling the weight of any material by weighing 
scales. 

The character of paper is only half under- 
stood in knowing the strength. It is essen- 
tially necessary to also know the thickness 
and variations of the sheet. This is not given 
in the diagrams. 

The size of each sheet, as shown, and the 
weight of each ream from which the paper was 
taken, should have been given. This could 
have been easily done by a common measur- 
ing rule and Fairbanks’ paper scales. The 
classes and qualities of the sheets and how 
made, whether wove, laid or plain, and as also 
the thickness of the papers at each place test- 
ed, should have been given, and I think marked 
at each place. H.

Resolved, That rather than sell our paper at a less ad- 
vance than that named in the foregoing resolution we 
will lessen our production until the price of paper ad- 
vances sufficiently to cover the extra cost of rags and 
other material.

5. We employ about 250 hands—men, women and 
young persons—and not only is their general health 
good, but it is indeed a rare thing to hear of any suffer- 
ing at all from any zymotic diseases, and in no case has 
there been reason to suspect these have been contracted 
from infection in the works. We draw our labor sup- 
ply from various villages in the neighborhood, and have 
close to our works a number of cottages, occupied by 
our chief hands, representing a population of about 120 
souls, including children. During a terrible visitation 
of cholera, some twenty-five to thirty years ago, which 
nearly decimated some of the villages before referred 
to, we did not lose a hand nor did the epidemic extend 
to our own cottages, though they are not much more 
than half a mile from the village which suffered most 
severely. Also, while in our own cottages we have 
had isolated cases of various fevers, and even small- 
pox, these have always remained isolated, which can 
only be attributed to the presence of some strong disin- 
fecting influence. We think this must be owing to the 
extensive use of chlorine in our manufacture, resulting 
in the unconscious saturation of all employed with this 
strongly-disinfecting gas. We consider your research 
on the question a most beneficial one, and shal! look 
forward with interest to the publication of the numerous 
reports of other experiences you will doubless receive. 
In case of the outbreak of epidemics, there is too apt to 
arise a panic affecting injuriously too many interests and 
doing about as much good as it is to lock the stable after 
the steed is stolen.

Referring to cut, it will be noticed that each body has two covers. Under 


each cover we use a screen plate, serving to keep the filtering material in the body of the casing, allowing the material to do the work of collecting the sediment, 
thus preventing any filling of the screen plates. While the machines are filtering, the water from the supply pipe enters the filter bodies through the centre at 
the rear end, passing up through a port in the casing, and, spreading over the screen plate, passes down through the material and lower plate, then up through 
port in the front end of casing and out through pipe marked “clean water.’’ To cleanse the machines, open the valve marked ‘‘ wash-out,” and close the one 
marked “clean water," then revolve the filters by shipping the belt as indicated by lever, allowing them to revolve five or ten minutes, letting the water pass 
through while revolving, finally stopping in position shown in cut, letting the water still run through the wash-out for a moment or so to insure its being clean 
before directing it into the clean water pipe, by opening the valve so marked and closing the wash-out. The operation of cleansing the filters will be required at 
intervals of five to ten hours in most of the large river waters. At every revolution of the filters the water passes twice in opposite directions through the filtering 
material and twice over the plates without passing through the material. The casing we leave not quite full, thus allowing the mass to disintegrate in the 


process of cleansing.
